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; Jan. 14 the admitting , classical an- 
Hquities free of duty was passed by the 

Hoiise. . It was introduced to the Senate on 
bd following day, and, after the leisurely 
fashion of that body, was favorably reported 
from the Committee on Finance on the 9th 
of March. After a fortnight of further 
delay, there enters to the classical antiquities 
Dill an amendment in the shape of a proposal 
to relieve from all duty imported salt used 
for the curing of fish. The author of this 
extraordinary addition to the category 
of classical antiquities is Senator Kurk- 
woop, of Towa, a gentleman who is 
entirely incapable of a joke, and who must 
therefore be credited with offering his 
aniendment in all serlousness. The interest 
of Towa in the fish-curing industry is proba- 
bly as slight as its concern for the education- 
al influence of ancient art, and it is difficult 
to see why Mr. Krrxwoop should choose to 
make himself ridiculous for the purpose of 
Killing a very desirable bill, which has 
‘the support of every educated man in the 
country. His absurd amendment does, how- 
ever, prevent the placing of classical an- 
tiquities on the free list, and, until some Sen- 
ator has the courage to attempt to relieve 
Howse bill 2.524 from the incubus of Mr. 
Kiekwoop and his salt fish, the chances of 
passing it are very remote. There is surely 
‘enough good seuse in the Senate to get rid 
ef so preposterous an obstacle to a law 
which nobody seriously opposes. 
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
